The  members  of  the  faculty  who  come  to  the  university  this  fall 
received  undergraduate  instruction  in  18  colleges  and  universities, — 
Acadia,  Bowdoin,  Clark,  Colby,  Colgate,  Heidelberg,  Illinois,  Indiana, 
International  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  Johns  Hopkins,  Maine,  Massachusetts  Insti- 
tute of  Technology,  Nevada,  Ohio  State,  Pennsylvania,  Simmons,  and 
Tufts.  They  had  graduate  work  at  11  universities,— Cambridge,  Clark, 
Columbia,  Cornell,  Goettingen,  Harvard,  Johns  Hopkins,  Ohio  State, 
Pennsylvania,  Wisconsin,  and  Yale.  They  had  teaching  experience  at 
Clark,  Colby,  Franklin,  Grove  City,  Harvard,  Johns  Hopkins,  Lafayette, 
Maine,  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology,  Nevada,  Ohio  State,  and 
William  and  Mary,  and  in  various  secondary  schools. 

Professor  Peabody,  since  his  graduation  at  Bowdoin  and  the  Har- 
vard Law  School,  has  been  practicing  law  at  Portland  where  he  has 
held  high  rank  as  a  member  of  the  bar.  Since  1910  he  has  been  a 
member  of  the  State  Board  of  Legal  Examiners. 

Doctor  Young's  professional  training  at  the  International  Y.  M. 
C.  A.  College,  Springfield,  Mass.,  and  the  University  of  Pennsylvania 
Medical  College  has  been  supplemented  by  service  as  an  interne  at 
the  Connecticut  State  hospital  and  graduate  work  at  the  New  York 
Eye  and  Ear  Infirmary  and  the  Bellevue  Medical  College  and  Hospital. 
He  was  a  member  of  football  and  track  teams  at  the  Mechanic  Arts 
High  School,  Boston,  of  football,  baseball,  track,  tennis,  basketball, 
hockey,  rowing,  fencing,  and  boxing  teams  at  Springfield,  and  of  foot- 
ball and  hockey  teams  at  Pennsylvania.  During  his  three  years  at 
Springfield  he  took  part  in  every  football  game  played  by  the  college, 
playing  at  quarterback,  fullback,  and  end.  At  Pennsylvania  he  played 
three  years  at  halfback.       He  is  a  member  of  the  American  Medical 
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Association,  the  American  Physical  Education  Society,  and  the  Virginia 
Medical  Society,  and  is  the  author  of  "Athletics  and  Play  for  School 
Children,"  published  by  the  Virginia  Department  of  Education.  He 
served  for  two  years  as  Physical  Director  and  College  Physician  at 
William  and  Mary  College  and  two  years  at  Grove  City  College. 

Assistant  Professor  Krebs  is  added  to  the  staff  of  the  Department 
of  Economics  and  Sociology  in  order  to  permit  the  extension  of  its 
work  in  business  administration,  and  a  new  course  in  cost  accounting 
will  be  added  this  year.  In  addition  to  his  graduate  work  at  Wisconsin, 
he  has  for  two  years  been  Nathaniel  Currier  Fellow  in  Economics  at 
Yale,  where  he  has  completed  his  work  for  the  degree  of  Ph.  D.,  with 
the  exception  of  his  thesis.  Last  year  he  was  an  assistant  in  a  course 
on  the  financial  history  of  the  United  States.  For  a  time  he  was  con- 
nected with  the  Marshall  Field  Company  of  Chicago  in  its  purchasing 
and  accounting  departments.  He  is  a  member  of  Beta  Gamma  Sigma, 
the  honorary  commercial  fraternity. 

Assistant  Professor  Sweetser,  since  his  graduation  at  Maine,  has 
spent  three  years  in  practical  farming  and  three  years  as  Assistant 
State  Horticulturist.  He  is  joint  author  of  bulletins  published  by  the 
Maine  Department  of  Agriculture  on  "Orcharding  in  Maine"  and 
"Strawberry  Culture." 

Assistant  Professor  Taylor,  in  addition  to  several  years  practical 
experience  in  drafting  rooms  and  the  erection  of  power  plants,  follow- 
ing his  graduation  at  Tech',  has  served  there  two  years  as  Assistant 
and  two  years  as  Instructor  in  Mechanical  Engineering. 

Of  the  three  new  men  in  Chemistry,  two  are  graduates  of  Colby. 
Assistant  Professor  Kimball  was  Student  Instructor  in  Chemistry  there 
during  his  senior  year  and  remained  as  instructor  for  a  year  after 
gaduation.  He  then  went  to  Johns  Hopkins  for  graduate  work  and 
during  his  last  year  there  was  a  student  instructor.  He  is  a  member 
of  Phi  Beta  Kappa  and  the  American  Chemical  Society.  He  will  teach 
organic  chemistry.  Mr.  Weeks  is  also  a  member  of  Phi  Beta  Kappa 
and  since  graduation  at  Colby  has  been  a  graduate  student  in  Chem- 
istry at  Harvard.  Mr.  Miller  has  since  graduation  at  Pennsylvania 
been  with  the  Lifter  Ice  Cream  Co.,  the  Power  s-Weightman-Rosengar- 
ten  Co.,  and  Charles  Pfilzer  &  Co.,  as  analysist  and  research  chemist. 
His  thesis  for  his  professional  degree  was  on  "The  Manufacture  and 
Testing  of  Citric  Acid." 

The  extension  work  in  Home  Economics  has  increased  so  that  an 
additional  instructor  is  required.  Miss  Gordon,  who  fills  the  position, 
has  been  in  charge  of  work  in  this  department  at  Franklin  College 
since  her  graduation  at  Simmons. 

The  extension  work  in  Technology  has  increased  so  that  full  time 
of  an  instructor  will  now  be  given,  in  addition  to  that  of  regular 
members  of  the  teaching  staff.  Mr.  McKinlay  was  during  his  senior 
year  at  Navada  a  student  instructor  in  the  mechanical  and  electrical 
laboratories.     During  his  college  years   and  since  graduation  he  has 
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had  valuable  practical  experience  of  varied  character,  as  operator  of 
hydro-  and  steam-electric  and  gas  power  plants  for  the  Truckee  River 
General  Electric  Co.,  the  Pacific  Power  Co.,  and  the  Buckham-Mones 
Co.,  and  in  the  dynamo  test  section  of  the  Westinghouse  E.  &  M.  Co. 

The  appointment  of  Mr.  A,  W.  Sprague  is  a  step  toward  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  Department  of  Music  for  which  a  real  need  exists.  In 
1905-06  and  1907-08  he  was  an  Assistant  in  English  here.  During 
1906-07  he  held  a  fellowship  in  music  at  Harvard.  Mr.  Sprague  has 
been  a  private  teacher  of  the  theory  of  music  and  of  the  violincello, 
conductor  and  leader  of  several  musical  organizations  in  Bangor,  and 
lecturer  on  musical  topics,  and  has  composed  music  for  orchestra, 
organ,  and  band.  He  is  a  member  of  Phi  Kappa  Phi.  He  will  have 
charge  of  all  university  musical  organizations  and  during  the  next  year 
will  give  two  courses  in  music. 

Mr.  Shaw,  following  his  graduation  at  Clark,  held  a  scholarship  and 
fellowship  there.  He  has  served  there  as  Assistant  in  Pedagogy  and 
as  Assistant  and  Reader  in  English.  He  comes  to  Maine  from  the 
Treat  School,  where  he  was  Master  of  English. 

Mr.  Wiener  for  two  years  held  a  traveling  fellowship  at  Harvard-. 
In  addition  to  graduate  work  there,  he  has  been  at  Columbia,  Cornell, 
Cambridge,  and  Goettingen.  During  the  last  year  he  has  been  an 
Assistant  in  Philosophy  at  Harvard.  He  has  been  a  contributor  to 
various  mathematical  and  philosophical  journals  and  is  a  member  of 
the  American  Philosophical  Association. 

Mr.  Yingling  has  been  teacher  of  physics  and  biology  in  and  prin- 
cipal of  Ohio  high  schools.  During  his  graduate  work  in  Entomology 
at  Ohio  State  he  served  as  Laboratory  Assistant  in  General  Zoology 
and  Entomology,  and  during  the  summer  of  1916  was  an  Assistant  in 
Entomology  in  the  Ohio  Agricultural  Experiment  Station.  He  is  a 
member  of  Sigma  Xi. 

Miss  McGinnis  during  the  past  year  has  been  Assistant  in  Home 
Economics  at  the  Ohio  State  University.  She  is  a  member  of  Phi 
Upsilon  Omicron,  the  national  home  economics  sorority. 

Miss  Wigmore  served  six  months  as  an  Assistant  in  the  Public 
Library  at  St.  John,  N.  B.,  and  during  last  year  completed  the  one-year 
course  in  library  economy  for  college  graduates  at  Simmons  College. 

Mr.  Hutchinson  has  been  principal  and  superintendent  of  Indiana 
high  schools.  In  addition  to  his  undergraduate  work  at  Indiana  Uni- 
versity, he  has  been  a  graduate  student  there  during  three  summer 
terms. 

CHANGES  IN  THE  CAMPUS 

Balentine  Hall,  completed,  is  attractive  and  satisfactory.  It  ac- 
commodates 110  women.  The  building  provides  also  a  dining  room, 
kitchen,  laundry,  and  gymnasium  for  women.  Balentine  Hall  and  the 
Mount  Vernon  House  give  ample  accommodations  for  women  now  in

attendance  at  the  university  and  for  the  probable  increase  in  the 
immediate  future. 

North  Hall,  as  it  was  called  last  year  while  used  as  a  dormitory  for 
women,  has  been  leased  to  the  local  chapter  of  Phi  Epsilon  Phi,  organ- 
ized last  year.  This  is  the  house  formerly  occupied  by  Beta  Theta 
Pi,  Theta  Epsilon,  and  Sigma  Nu. 

The  new  Sigma  Nu  house  is  expected  to  be  ready  for  occupancy  at 
the  opening  of  the  fall  semester.  It  is  located  between  the  Theta  Chi 
house  and  North  Hall,  and  is  one  of  the  most  attractive  fraternity 
houses  on  the  campus. 

The  frame  building  which  was  temporarily  connected  with  the 
north  wing  of  Balentine  Hall  has  been  moved  southeast,  beyond  the 
"farm  road,"  and  will  be  occupied  by  Professor  Corbett.  The  house 
vacated  by  him  will  be  occupied  by  Mr.  H.  R.  Wing,  head  janitor. 

The  site  of  the  new  barns  is  east  of  the  poultry  plant  and  includes 
land  formerly  covered  by  the  sheep  barn,  now  moved  about  100  feet 
east.  The  west  barn,  the  larger  of  the  two  old  barns,  was  moved  to 
the  new  site,  placed  east  and  west,  to  be  used  as  a  storage  barn  for 
hay  and  grain.  The  two  new  cattle  barns,  forming  twin  wings  about 
60  feet  apart,  are  placed  on  the  south  side  of  the  storage  barn.  They 
extend  north  and  south.  The  cattle  barns  are  one  story  brick  struc- 
tures, 156  feet  long  by  36  wide.  The  floors  are  of  concrete,  except  that 
portion  on  which  the  cattle  stand,  which  is  of  cork  brick.  The 
6tanchions,  pens,  and  other  interior  equipment  are  of  steel.  The  west 
wing  will  be  occupied  by  the  milking  herd  and  will  accommodate  80 
cows,  arranged  in  two  strings  facing  a  center  walk  eight  feet  wide. 
The  east  wing  will  be  known  as  the  mixed  stock  barn  and  will  be  used 
for  dry  cows,  young  stock,  and  bulls.  The  equipment  in  this  wing 
consists  of  37  stalls,  six  bull  pens,  four  calf  pens,  and  six  cow  pens,  the 
arrangement  being  the  same  as  in  the  milking  barn.  A  track  litter 
carrier,  system  runs  thru  both  barns  and  empties  into  a  concrete 
manure  pit  east  of  the  mixed  stock  barn.  The  mixed  stock  barn  is 
already  occupied,  and  the  milking  barn  will  probably  be  completed 
ths  fall.  The  east  barn,  the  smaller  of  the  two  old  barns,  is  being 
remodelled  into  a  horse  barn. 

UNIVERSITY  DEAN'S  REPORT 

The  report  for  1915-16  submitted  by  Dean  Hart  to  President  Aley 
is  of  interest  to  alumni  as  it  gives  information  making  possible  a  com- 
parison of  the  work  of  freshmen  admitted  during  three  years  under 
the  university's  present  system  of  admission  from  Class  A  schools  with 
that  of  the  classes  admitted  under  the  restrictions  of  the  New  England 
Intercollegiate  Athletic  Board  in  the  three  years  immediately  preceding. 

The  number  admitted  to  regular  freshman  standing  is  as  follows: 
1910,  143;  1911,  162;  1912,  242;  1913,  313;  1914,  334;  1915,  345.  Ths 
number  admitted  as  special  students  is:  1910,  9;  1911,  12;  1913,  18; 
1914,  14;   1915,  12. 
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Dean  Hart  makes  the  following  statements: 

"Average  grades  of  the  fall  term  of  the  freshman  year  were  slightly 
better  for  the  three  years  under  the  new  plan  than  for  the  last  two 
yars  under  the  old  plan. 

"Grades  of  students  from  the  three  classes  of  schools,  small, 
medium  sized,  and  large,  show  no  great  advantage  of  one  class  over 
the  others. 

"Freshman  mortality  is  slightly  increased,  but  is  not  larger  than 
is  shown  by  other  colleges  of  good  standing. 

"Students  admitted  with  low  rank  are  not  uniformly  unsuccessful 
in  college.  Occasionally  a  man  admitted  on  probation  makes  honors 
during  his  freshman  year." 

STATE  TEACHERS  CERTIFICATE  FOR  ARTS 
GRADUATES 

After  conference  with  and  endorsement  by  the  State  Superinten- 
dent of  Public  Schools,  the  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences  has  arranged 
a  program  of  study  which  will  entitle  those  who  complete  it  to  a  pro- 
fessional State  certificate  for  secondary  teachers. 

The  program,  in  addition  to  the  general  requirements  for  the 
Bachelor  of  Arts  degree,  calls  for  the  completion  of  six  hours  in 
psychology  in  the  sophomore  year,  twelve  hours  in  education  in  the 
junior  and  senior  years,  thirty  hours  in  a  major  subject,  and  ten  to 
twenty  hours  in  an  allied  minor  subject. 

Details  of  the  plan  may  be  found  in  the  1916-17  catalog. 

CHANGES  AT  THE  COLLEGE  OF  LAW 

In  accordance  with  action  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  new  entrance 
requirements  for  the  College  of  Law  go  into  effect  this  fall.  Hereafter, 
students  who  enter  as  candidates  for  a  degree  must  present  credentials 
showing  the  completion  of  at  least  two  full  years  of  work  in  a  college 
or  university  which  requires  at  least  14  Carnegie  units  for  entrance, 
which  offers  facilities  for  good  college  work,  and  which  maintains 
acceptable  standards.  Special  students  will  be  admitted  only  after 
appearing  personally  before  a  committee  consisting  of  the  President 
of  the  University  and  the  Deans  of  the  colleges,  and  satisfying  this 
committee  that  they  have  the  maturity  and  mental  training  necessary 
to  qualify  them  to  do  acceptably  the  work  required  of  regular  students. 

The  increase  in  entrance  requirements  may  be  expected  for  a 
time  to  reduce  the  number  of  students,  but  the  new  requirements  are 
those  already  in  force  or  soon  to  come  into  use  at  nearly  all  State 
Universities  of  high  standing  which  maintain  law  departments,  and  for 
that  reason,  if  for  no  other,  it  is  essential  that  the  University  of  Maine 
shall  adopt  them  in  order  to  maintain  its  rank.  It  seems  reasonable 
to  anticipate  that  temporary  loss  in  numbers  will  be  more  than  offset 
by  the  increase  in  standards,  and  that  ultimately  there  will  be  material 
benefit  to  the  College  of  Law  and  to  the  university. 


IO  GENERAL    INFORMATION 

One  change  in  the  faculty  of  the  college  occurs,  brought  about  by 
the  retirement  of  Associate  Professor  George  H.  Worster  and  the  ap- 
pointment of  Clarence  Webster  Peabody,  A.  B.,  LL.B.,  as  Professor  of 
Law.  Information  in  regard  to  Professor  Peabody  is  given  elsewhere 
in  this  Bulletin.  It  is  felt  that  he  will  bring  added  efficiency  to  the 
staff  of  instruction,  as  he  will  devote  his  entire  time  to  the  work  of 
the  college. 

ATHLETICS 

The  athletic  record  of  Maine  for  1915-16  will  go  down  as  one  of 
the  most  successful  in  the  history  of  the  university.  It  makes  a  note- 
worthy finish  for  the  services  of  Professor  Wingard  and  Mr.  A.  N. 
Smith,  both  of  whom  tendered  their  resignations  at  the  end  of  the 
year,  after  six  years  of  service  marked  by  great  improvement  in  the 
work  of  our  athletic  teams. 

State  championships  were  won  in  football,  cross  country,  track, 
and  baseball.  The  New  England  cross  country  championship  and  sec- 
ond place  in  the  New  England  meet  were  secured,  first  place  in  the 
latter  going  as  usual  to  Dartmouth.  The  most  conspicuous  victory  of 
the  year  was  in  the  National  Intercollegiate  cross  country  race  which 
Maine  won,  Cornell  failing  to  win  for  the  first  time  in  the  history  of 
these  races. 

Maine  was  not  represented  in  the  National  Intercollegiate  track 
meet  owing  to  the  failure  of  its  entries  to  be  received  by  the  date  speci-' 
fied.  They  were  posted  by  the  Maine  manager  in  the  mail  bag  at  his 
fraternity  house  in  ample  time,  but  unfortunately  the  envelope  caught 
in  the  bag  and  was  not  found  until  too  late  to  reach  its  destination  on 
time.  A  majority  of  the  executive  committee  of  the  association  were  in 
favor  of  allowing  the  Maine  entrants  to  compete,  but  the  constitution 
of  the  association  required  advance  notice  for  such  action  to  be  per- 
mitted which  the  time  did  not  allow. 

The  relay  championship  went  to  Bowdoin.  In  the  preliminaries 
Maine  defeated  Colby  in  faster  time  than  Bowdoin  defeated  Bates,  but 
a  Maine  man  was  injured  so  that  the  finals  could  not  be  run.  The  rules 
of  the  Boston  Athletic  Association,  under  whose  auspices  the  races 
were  run,  did  not  permit  a  substitute  to  participate,  and  consequently 
the  race  went  to  Bowdoin  by  default.  The  tennis  championship  was 
won  by  Bates  whose  representatives  won  both  singles  and  doubles. 

SUMMER  TERM 

The  Summer  Term  of  1916  had  about  the  usual  registration.  With 
the  exception  of  Superintendent  W.  D.  Puller  of  the  Old  Town-Orono 
district,  who  took  the  place  of  Professor  Pearce  in  the  Department  of 
Education,  the  teaching  force  was  made  up  of  members  of  the  regular 
university  faculty.  Of  the  136  who  registered,  52  were  women  and  84 
men.  The  student  list  contained  54  teachers  from  Maine  and  other 
states  and  45  undergraduate  students  from  Maine.     The  rest  included 
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undergraduates  from  other  colleges,  secondary  school  students,  and 
those  engaged  in  various  occupations  other  than  teaching.  Twelve 
colleges  were  represented. 

The  social  activities  of  the  Summer  Term  were  in  charge  of  a 
committee  consisting  of  Professors  G.  W.  Thompson,  Colvin,  and  Segall. 
Three  Friday  evenings  were  devoted  to  dancing,  one  evening  was  given 
up  to  "Old  Home  Night"  in  which  a  variety  of  talent  appeared,  and  on 
the  last  evening  the  play,  "Mose,"  was  presented.  The  usual  athletic 
activities,  including  baseball  and  tennis,  were  supervised  by  Professors 
Stephens,  Matthews,  and  Reed. 

The  daily  assembly,  upon  which  the  attendance  was  voluntary,  had 
an  average  attendance  of  about  80.  Addresses  were  made  by  various 
members  of  the  faculty  and  musical  selections  were  rendered. 

The  last  Summer  Term  was  probably  characterized  by  a  higher 
grade  of  work  than  in  any  former  year.  The  privileges  of  the  Teachers' 
Registration  Bureau  have  been  extended  to  students  of  the  Summer 
Term. 

UNIVERSITY  HISTORY 

The  history  of  the  university  by  the  late  Doctor  M.  C.  Fernald  was 
to  have  been  published  so  that  copies  would  be  received  at  Orono  by 
Commencement,  but  it  was  delayed  until  some  weeks  later. 

The  history  makes  a  volume  of  450  pages,  with  40  full  page  plates, 
bound  in  maroon  cloth.  It  is  written  in  Doctor  Fernald's  characteristic 
style,  with  accuracy  and  completeness,  enlivened  by  occasional  typical 
flashes  of  humor.  No  other  person  had  a  knowledge  of  facts  which 
would  have  made  possible  a  production  of  equal  merit.  It  is  indeed 
fortunate  for  the  university  that  the  author  was  permitted  to  round 
out  his  life  work  for  it  by  this  authoritative  and  interesting  record. 

Publication  of  the  work  was  made  possible  by  President  Aley,  who, 
with  Charles  E.  Oak,  1876,  advanced  the  funds  required.  All  profits 
will  go  to  Mrs.  Fernald,  and  it  is  certainly  to  be  hoped  that  there  will 
be  a  substantial  return  to  the  family  for  the  labor  of  the  last  year  of 
Doctor  Fernald's  life.  The  edition  was  limited,  but  it  was  in  excess  of 
the  number  of  subscriptions  received  so  that  copies  may  still  be 
obtained.  Orders  should  be  addressed  to  President  R.  J.  Aley.  The 
price  is  $2.50.  Any  alumnus  who  fails  to  secure  a  copy  is  sure  to  regret 
it  later.
